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This  genealogy  of  the  family  of  Gillian  and  Rebecca  (Dixon)  Mar- 
shill  has  been  limited  to  three  generations  (their  children,  grandchildren 
and  great— grandchildren)  because  the  compiler  lacked  the  time  and  facili¬ 
ties  for  the  collection  of  later  records.  It  is  believed  that  readers  will 
have  little  difficulty  in  picking  up  their  own  lines  and  carrying  them  on 
as  far  as  they  wish. 

William  Marshill,  his  son,  Thomas  Marshill  and  his  grandson,  Miles 
Mar shill,  all  in  the  compiler’s  direct  line  of  descent,  contracted  marriages 
in  the  Hadley,  Chapman  and  Jones  families,  respectively.  Some  account  of 
each  of  these  families  will  be  found  following  the  Marshill  genealogical 
material . 

This  compilation  undoubtedly  has  errors  and  omissions.  Each  reader 
is  urged  to  report  such  as  may  come  to  his  notice  to  the  undersigned  for  use 
in  the  preparation  of  a  revised  and  perhaps  larger  edition.

John  and  Christopher  Griffith  were  received  to  members  of  How  Gar- 
dan  Monthly  nesting,  Chester  County,  Pa.,  12  He.  28,  1729,  on  presentation 
of  a  certificate,  dated  2  Ho.  18,  1729,  from  Grange  Rooting,  near  Charlemont, 
Ireland.  ho  record  of  the  iernmr.ee  of  this  certificate  has  been  found  in 
Ireland,  tio  Mention  of  a  Certifies- to  for  Jacob  Hare-hill  and  hie  family  has 
been  found,  either  in  Ireland  or  In  Penury Ivanift.  There  is,  however,  record 
of  a  certificate  for  Solomon  Shepherd  which  throws  some  light  on  the  coming 
of  Jacob  .’..archill*  In  the  minutes  of  Grunge  Mooting  hold  the  22  of  6th  month, 
1729,  there  in  cm  xtea  stating  that  *Goloaon  Shepard  yo  younger*  bad  trans¬ 
ported  himself  to  America  as  ic.  apprentice  with  Jacob  Barnhill  and.  desired 
a  certificate.  The  certificate  van  signed  8  Ho.  1,  1729,  and  vac  presented 
and  accepted  at  Saw  Garden  Monthly  Meeting  11  Mo.  30,  1750-1.  It  is  probable 
that  John  and  Christopher  Griffith  obtained  their  certificate  before  leaving 
Ireland  and  that  they  left  for  America  shortly  afterward,  accompanied  by  Ja¬ 
cob  and  Arm  M&rshili  i-md  their  two  cone  and  Solomon  Shepherd.  Since  Ann  Mar- 
shill  was  a  widow*  before  the  end  of  1729,  Jacob  died  on  the  way  over  cr  soon 
after  arrival.  One  item  in  the  inventory  of  Aar’s  estate  refers  to  a  servant 
man,  told  to  Francis  Hobson  for  *3.  This  fits  iu  with  the  information  gained 
from  the  Irish  record  that  Jacob  brought  an  apprentice  with  him.  It  is  pos¬ 
sible  ib&t  Jacob  and  Ann  r.lso  brought  a  certificate  of  BW.bership  from  Grange 
Meeting  which  was  never  presented  to  Nott  Garden  Monthly  Mooting  because  of 
their  early  deaths.  The  carriages  of  the  cons  were  authorized  by  the  mooting, 
indicating  that  they  wore  regarded  ao  members,  but  nothing  has  been  found  to 
show  how  they  acquired  their  rights  of  rente re hip.

Now  Garden  Meetinghouse  is  located  in  New  Garden  Township,  Chester

Hockessin  Meetinghouse  is  on  the  other  side  of  the  lino  in  New  Castle  ^oun- 
ty.  Delaware.  Cane  Creek  Meetinghouse,  in  Alamance  County,  N.  C.,  ^ocatea 
near  tho  village  of  Snow  Camp.  The  name  Hew  Garden,  was  given  by  the  ^risn 
Friends  to  their  now  home  in  Pennsylvania,  in  remembrance  of  New  Garden  *ee«- 
ing  in  County  Carlow,  Ireland.  Later,  the  name  was  carried  by  migrating 
Friends  to  North  Carolina  ana  to  Ohio,  Indiana  and  xowa. 

During  tho  first  half  of  the  two  and  one  half  centuries  for  which 
we  have  any  records,  tho  family  name  appears  to  have  usually  been  written 
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Marsliill  rather  than  Marshall*  In  Ireland  and  Pennsylvania  bo-h  forma  are 
found  in  tho  records,  with  indications  that  ilarshill  was  ucea  by  tno  xaa- 
ily  but  that  recording  clerks  sometimes  changed  the  spelling  to  ...arenal-. .  ^ 
At  Cane  Creek  and  other  meetings  in  North  Carolina  and  in  Tennessee,  mor- 
soill  was  tho  generally  accepted  form  in  the  records  as  well  as  in  wi  j. 
inrs  by  members  of  the  family.  Twenty  five  or  more  signatures  written  ay 
members  of  tho  family  between  1723  and  1815  have  been  examinee  ^ it nor  in 
the  original  or  photographic  reproduction.  The  spelling  is  aiarshili  an 
every  case.  In  the  earliest  records  of  Springfield  monthly  iee-ing,  mci- 
ana  cf  which  several  of  the  family  were  members  from  the  tine  of  its  or¬

QUAKERS  IN  IRELAED 

Dr.  Albert  Cook  My ere  in  "Immigration  of  the  Irish  Quakers  into 
Pennsylvania"  (Swarthmore,  Pa.,  1902)  says: 

"The  converts  to  Quakerism  in  Ireland  were  drawn  almost  exclusive¬ 
ly  frca  the  English  and  Scotch  Protestants.  Most  of  them  had  previously^ 
been  in  membership  with  other  non-conforming  denominations,  such  as  -no  r^ip- 
tists,  Independents,  and  Presbyterians,  although  soma  few  haa  been  member® 
of  the  Church  of  England. 

"The  principles  of  Friends  in  early  days  found  little  acceptance 
with  the  Celtic-Irish,  nor  has  the  Society  acquirea  much  increase  in  after 
years  from  that  source.  For,  aside  from  race  differences  and  an tipa ernes, 
arising  from  the  English  plantation  system,  the  Irish  almost  to  a  man  were 
Catholics,  and  as  Bock  says:  ’It  seems  to  noed  the  passing  through  tne  var¬ 
ious  stages  of  non-conformity,  before  a  Catholic  can  appreciate  the  doctri¬ 
nal  views  of  Friends.1 

"Although  the  statement  of  Joyce  and  Prendergast,  that  Cromwellian 
settlers  were  absorbed  by  the  Irish  in  two  generations,  may  be  true  to^& 
lar-:e  extent  of  the  other  Protestants,  it  is,  I  believe,  by  reason  of  tne 
strict  church  discipline  which  obtained,  but  slightly  true  of  xnose  wno  re¬ 
rained  in  the  Society  of  Friends.  Apropos  of  this,  John  Grubb  Richardson 
(ioi 5-1890) ,  a  prominent  and  representative  Irish  Friend,  says  oi  his  Aamijy* 
<V«o  were  members  of  the  Society  of  Friends,  our  forefathers  having  been  con¬ 
vinced  by  the  preaching  of  William  Edmundson  in  1660.  All  our  ancestors  came

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from  the  north  of  England  in  Cromwell's  array,  and  received  grants  of  land 
from  hia  to  settle  in  Ireland.' 

KTTe  may  safely  say  that  the  great  majority  of  tho  Quakers  in 
were  English,  or  of  English  descent.  Long  alter  the  Cro.^ol-Lian 
BottSacnt,  andvell  into  tho  first  half  of  the  eighteenth  century,  Quaker 
colonists  continued  to  cone  from  England.  Some  of  these  were  member a  wh« 
they  arrived,  and  others  became  members  after  their  settlement,  ihe  cer- 
tifioates  of  rcaoval  which  tho  Irish  Friends  brought  to  pcnn6ylTOhl&  show 
that  many  of  the  emigrants  rerc  natives  of  England  and  hau  lived  bu*  &  leu 
ycar3  in  Ireland.  It  is  especially  interesting  to  note  what  so  np.nyc^ 
these  early  Irish  Friends  had  been  officers  and  soldiers  in  Crosxell'S  dew 
Bodel*.  and  that  the  ease  splendid  seal  and  course  shown  at  haseoy  and  For¬ 
ester'  but  now  directed  in  a  peaceful  cause,  contributed  so  larcely  vO  the 
upbuilding  of  Quakerism  in  tbs  Nation. *

William  Mar  shill,  ton  of  Jacob  and  Ann  (Griffith)  Ear  shill,  was 
bom  in  County  Tyrone,  Ireland,  about  8th  month,  1724.  Rebecca  Dixon, 
daughter  of  Thomas  and  Hannah  (Kadly)  Dixon,  was  born  in  Now  Castle  ^Ou.n— 
Pennsylvania,  (now  Delaware)  13th  of  1st  ao*  1731.  (Records  Ox  Cu.n© 
Crock  Monthly  Meeting,  H.  C.)  William  Marshill  and  Rebecca  Dixon  were  mar¬ 
ried  at  Ho  eke  a  sin  Mootinghouse,  New  Castlo  County,  Delaware,  *.obh  of  3rd 
Jo.

A  petition  addressed  to  Josiah  Martin,  Governor  of  the  Province, 
under  date  of  7th  of  ilth  Mo.

One  of  the  first  acts  of  Lost  Creek  Monthly 
Meeting  vjas  to  grant  the  request  of  ^Friends  inhabiting  about  Thomas  Marshalls* 
in  the  head  of  the  Grassy  Valley  for  the  privilege  of  holding  meeting  among 
themselves  on  every  First  Day  except  the  one  an  each  month  alter  the  Monthly 
Meeting.0  The  meeting  was  called  Grassy  Valley  mooting.  Thomas  and  Ann  M 
shill  were  appointed  overseers  and  later  ware  made  elders. 


Tho  Grassy  Valley  is  said  to  have  been  located  on  the  north  side 
01  the  Holston  River,  about  IS  miles  west  of  Lost  Creek  meeting  house  and  six 
or  eight  miles  north-east  of  Knoxville. 


In  1815  the  entire  family,  consisting  at  that  tine  of  Thomas  and 
Ann,  two  married  sons  with  their  wives  and  children,  two  married  daughters 
with  their  husbands  and  children,  and  three  unmarried  sons,  were  granted  cer¬ 
tificates  of  removal  from  Lost  Creek  to  White  Water  Monthly  Mesuln^,  o.t  inebr 
nond,  Indiana.  Thomas  and  Ann  entered  a  quarter  section^of  land  two  miles . 
northeast  of  the  present  town  cf  Economy,  Wayne  County,  Indiana,  and  made  it 
their  home.  Their  married  sons  and  daughters  established  homos  in  the  same 
locality.  When  Springfield  Monthly  Meeting  was  established  in  1821,  Thomas 
Marshill  was  chosen  to  servo  as  elder.  A  memorandum  left  by  his  granason^ 
Thomas  Marshall  (dl,  below)  states  that  Thomas  died  late  in  tho  fall  of  1833* 
Thomas  had  transferred  tho  home  place  to  his  son,  Jacob  Marshall,  in  1331.

Del.  A  house  built  by  Simon  Hadly,  on  his  land  in  Mill  Creek  Hundred,  in 
1717,  is  still  standing  (1935).  It  is  about  one  half  mile  south  of  Southwood 
Station  on  the  Lmndenburg  Branch  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railway.  It  stands 
cn  a  hill,  some  distance  back  from  the  highway,  on  the  right  hand  side  as  you 
orive  in  a  southeasterly  direction  from  the  station.  An  old  stone  bai*n,  also 
built  by  Simon  Hadly,  stands  near  the  house.  Re  was  commissioned  a  Justice  of 
the  Peace  and  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  and  Orphan1 s  Court,  for  New  Castle 
Ccunay,  e  aly  25,  1726,  and  by  reappointment  continued  in  commission,  probably 
until  his  death.

John  Chapman  was  a  native  of  Stanghah,  in  the  Parish  of  Skelton, 


loricshire,  England,  having  been  born  there  in  1626.  Ho  sailed  for  America  in 
he  Ship  Shield  of  Stockton,  Daniel  Tows,  toaster,  on  the  longest  day  of  the 
year  1634 ,  with  his  wife,  Jane,  and  children,  Mara,  Ann,  John  and  another  daugh¬ 
ter  Y/ho  died  on  the  way  over.  After  a  tempestuous  voyage,  during  which  the 
ship  vr.'.s  all  but  lost,  they  succeeded  in  reaching  tbs  Virginia  Capes,  landed  in 
.Maryland  and  migrated  overland  to  Bucks  County,  Pennsylvania.

John  Chapman  was  a  convert  to  the  principles  and  faith  of  Friends  as 
early  as  1656,  and  suffered  imprisonment  and  other  persecutions  for  his  reli¬ 
gion.  He  was  confined  in  York  Castlo  for  eight  weeks  in  1660  and  had  goods  seised 
several  times  thereafter  in  payment  of  fines  for  attending  non— conformist  moot¬ 
ings.  These  persecutions  had  much  to  do  with  his  decision  to  cone  to  America, 

He  brought  a  certificate  from  the  monthly  meeting  at  Stannah.  On  the  reverse 
side  was  an  indorsement,  dated  8  Mo.  10,  1684,  and  signed  by  the  master  and 
passengers  on  the  Slap  Shield,  stating  that  he  and  his  family  had  been  sober, 
oi  good  carriage  arid  peacaole  behavior,  etc.,  during  tho  time  of  their  associa¬ 
tion  together. 

He  married,  first,  on  10  Mo.  L4,  1665,  and  had  one  daughter  Ann,  who 
died  in  childhood.  His  wife  died  8  Mo.  2,  1668  and  he  married  4  Mo.  12,  1670, 

Jane  Sadler  of  Lagenby,  Yorkshire.  To  this  marriage  were  born  six  children, 
four  in  Stanghah  ana  two  in  Bucks  County. 

The  family  arrived  in  Bucks  County  toward  the  end  of  December,  1634, 
and  took  up  their  residence  in  the  woods  of  Wrights town,  the  first  white  sett¬ 
lers  north  of  Newtown.  They  spent  the  first  winter  in  a  hastily  constructed 
cave  or  dug-out.  Hera  were  born  on  12  Mo  (February)  12,  1684-85,  twin  sens  who 
wore  given  the  names  Abrahaa  and  Joseph.  John  Chatman  died  in  1694.  his  wife 
in  1699. 

All  the  sons  of  John  and  June  Chapman  were  prominently  identified  with 
public  affairs  in  Bucks  County  and  their  descendants  have  held  many  places  of 
public  trust.  Ann  Chapman,  daughter  of  John  and  Jane  became  a  distinguished 
minister  among  Friends.  She  traveled  as  early  as  1701  and  in  1709  want  to  Eng¬ 
land  to  visit  the  Meetings  there.  The  family  added  largely  to  the  real  estate 
originally  held  in  frights town  and  in  1720  the  Chapmans  owned  nearly  one  half 
of  the  land  in  the  township. 

The  first  meeting  of  Friends  was  held  at  John  Chapman’s  in  1686.  Meet¬ 
ings  were  held  at  private  houses  until  1721.  These  early  Friends  were  :::> 
u^rc,  oi  iddaletown  Monthly  Meeting.

The  rec¬ 
ords  of  Cane  Creek  Monthly  Meeting,  in  North  Carolina,  say  that  he  produced  a 
certificate  triers,  2  Ho.  1,  1766,  and  that  ha  obtained  one  to  Pennsylvania,

In  July,  1770,  and  again  in  February,  1771,  Thomas  Chapman  signed 
as  a  witness  to  wills  executed  in  Wrightstown.  In  April,  1775,  ha  and  his  wife 
executed  a  deed  conveying  62  acres  of  land  which  Thomas  had  purchased  from  his 
daughters,  Alice  and  Ann;  and  another  deed  conveying  land  which  had  been  devised 
to  him  by  his  father,  Abraham  Chapman,  in  1752.  Cn  10  Mo.  11,  1775,  Wrights— 
town  Monthly  Meeting  granted  certificates  for  Thomas  Chapman,  wife,  Margaret, 
and  son,  Miles,  and  daughters,  Alice  and  Aim,  to  Cane  Creek  Monthly  Meeting, 

Orange  County,  N.  C.  The.se  certificates  were  received  at  Cone  Creek,  3  Mo.  2,  1776, 


A  manuscript  history  in  the  possession  of  the  Bucks  County  Historical 
Society  has  this  entry:  cThonas  Chapman,  son  Abraham  and  Susanna  (Olden)  Chapman, 
born  June  8,  1725,  followed  the  business  of  surveying  and  conveyancing  and  held

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soma  offices  in  tho  Count/  Geat.  At  about  the  ago  of  45  years  ho  removed 
to  South  (sic)  Carolina  and  from  thcr.co  to  Tennessee,  where  he  acquired  a 
large  landed  property  and  passed  tho  remainder  of  hie  days  much  at  hi 3 
ease.  Fishing  and  hunting  had  always  been  his  delight  and  game  being  very 
scarce  in  his  native  place  was  a  principal  motive  for  his  removing  to  places 
whore  it  was  plentiful.” 


Thomas  Chapman  acquired  a  farm  of  250  acres  on  the  South  Fork  of 
Rocky  River,  in  Chatham  County,  N.  C.  Tho  deed,  dated  9  February,  1776,  is 
in  the  possession  of  the  present  owner  of  the  farm.  It  describes  Thomas  Chap¬ 
man  as  a  Surveyor,  is  written  on  parchment  in  his  own  hand,  showing  a  very 
high  degree  of  skill  with  tho  pen. 


Miles  Chapman  and  his  wife,  Mary  Chapman,  were  disowned  by  Cane  Creek 
Monthly  Meeting,  1  Mo,  3,  177S,  for  accomplishing  their  marriage  out  of  meet¬ 
ing.  Ha  was  reinstated  in  membership  6  Mo.  3*  1730.  Ann  Chapman  was  married 
at  Rocky  River  Meeting  (one  of  tho  constituent  meetings  in  Cane  Crook  Monthly 
Meeting)  on  1  Mo.  14#  1773,  to  Thomas  Mar shill,  son  William  and  Rebecca  (Dixon) 
Marshill.  Thomas  and  Margaret  Chapman,  William  and  Rebecca  Mar shill,  Miles 
and  Mary  Chapman,  John,  Jacob  and  Margaret  Mar shill  signed  tho  marriage  certifi—

4, 
1797,  and  was  granted  a  certificate  transferring  her  membership  to  Lost  Creek 
Monthly  Meeting,  Tennessee. 


Thomas  Chapman  transferred  his  farm  on  the  South  Fork  of  Rocky  River 
to  kin cher  Littler  by  deed  dated  3  Mo.  26,  1732,  This  deed  is  also  written  in 
his  own  hand  and,  as  did  the  earlier  one,  gives  his  occupation  as  a 'Surveyor. 
It  is  believed  that  the  date  of  this  deed  marks  tho  approximate  date  of  the 
removal  to  Tennessee, 


During  tins  period  of  his  residence  in  North  Carolina,  Thomas  Chapman 
continued  his  occupation  of  surveyor  and  conveyancer,  and  was  also  a  Justice 
of  the  Peace.  As  tho  sentiment  of  Friends  at  tli&t  time  was  against  the  hold¬ 
ing  of  public  office,  he  sac  complained  of  and  a  committee  was  appointed  by 
Cane  Creek  Monthly  Meeting  to  talk  with  him  about  the  matter.  Ho  agreed  to 
relinquish  the  office  at  the  expiration  of  his  commission,  but  failed  to  keep 
this  promise,  and  was  disowned  3  Mo.  6,  1779.  He  was  restored  to  membership 
7  Mo.  5,  17S3*  The  objection  to  Friends  holding  office  was  based  on  the  fact 
that  they  must  take  and  administer  the  oath  and  would  be  called  upon  to  assist 
in  enforcing  the  draft,  tho  laws  against  slaves,  etc. 

Cane  Crook  Monthly  Meeting  granted  certificates  to  New  Cardan  Monthly 
Mooting,  12  Mo*  6,  1733,  for  Thomas,  Margaret  and  Miles  Chapman.  On  12  Mo.  1, 
1792,  similar  certificates  were  issued  to  Westfield  Monthly  Meeting,  N.  C.  (It 
was  usual  for  Friends  who  removed  to  Tennessee  in  ths  early  days  to  transfer  their 
memberships  to  New  Garden  Monthly  Meeting,  which  had  jurisdiction  for  their  mem— 
burs nips  to  New  Garden  Monthly  Meeting,  which  had  jurisdiction  over  the  western 
territory.  In  1791,  New  Garden  Monthly  Meeting  directed  that  all  its  Tennessee 
members  should  be  transferred  to  Westfield.  In  moat  cases  the  certificates  trans¬ 
ferring  these  memberships  were  issued  by  New  Garden.  For  some  reason  which  is 
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not  now  apparent,  the  Chapman  certificates  vero  issued  by  Cane  Creek. 

During  the  colonial  period  the  territory  nov'  constituting  the  Stats 
cf  Tonnes  sec  was  a  part  of  North  Carolina.  In  1784  this  territory  was  ctided 
to  the  Congress  of  the  Unitod  Staton,  with  the  condition  that  jurisdiction 
should  remain  with  the  State  of  North  Carolina  until  Congress  accepted  the 
c.-ooion.  Without  waiting  for  Congress  to  act,  the  residents  of 'the  Tennessee 
country  (or  perhaps  only  a  faction  of  then)  organized  a  form  of  government 
under  the  name  of  the  Stats  of  Franklin.  The  Legislature  net  at  Jonesboro 
early  in  March  1735.  Thomas  Chapman  was  elected  Cleric  of  House  of  Ccnnons. 

The  Legislature  addressed  a  memorial  to  the  Congress  cf  the  United  Ctaxea 
asking  admission  into  the  Federal  Union.  This  paper,  bearing  the  signature 
of  Thomas  Chapman,  is  preserved  in  the  Library  of  Congress  at  Washington. 
Another  document  addressed  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Franklin  to  the 
Governor  cf  North  Carolina,  is  in  the  files  of  the  North  Carolina  Historical 
Commission  at  Raleigh,  This  paper  also  bears  the  signature  of  Thomas  Chapman 
as  Clerk  of  Commons.  In  1786,  no  action  having  been  taken  on  their  petition 
for  admission  to  the  Union  as  a  separate  state,  the  Franklinites  elected 
Thomas  Chapman  and  Land on  Carter  to  represent  Washington  County  in  the  Gen¬ 
eral.  Assembly  of  North  Carolina.  The  anti-Franklin  faction  elected  Janos 
Stewart  and  Richard  "White.  The  General  Assembly  referred  tbs  contest  to  the 
Committee  cf  Privileges  and  Flections.  The  Committee  reported  in  favor  of 
Stewart  and  Waite  and  they  were  seated  by  unanimous  vote. 

Knox  County,  Tennessee,  was  established  June  11,  1792.  '  Cn  July  17, 
1792  at  a  meeting  of  the  County  Court,  Thomas  Chapman  produced  a  commission 
from  the  Governor  of  the  Territory,  appointing  him  Register  of  Knox  County. 

He  held  this  office  until  October  10,  1803,  when  his  resignation  was  accept¬ 
ed  by  the  Court. 

Thomas  Chapman’s  will,  written  by  his  own  hand,  is  on  file  at  the 
Court  House  in  Knoxville.  It  is  dated  14  September,  1301,  and  was  probated 
in  Oct.  1804.  It  describes  him  as  a  Surveyor,  of  Knox  County,  Tennessee, 
and  mentions  wife,  Margaret,  sen,  Miles,  grandson,  Thomas  (son  of  Miles)  and 
daughters,  Alice  Denit  and  Ann  Marshil.  The  land  records  of  Knox  County  indi¬ 
cate  that  he  owned  large  tracts  of  land,  aggregating  several  thousand  acres, 
in  the  Grassy  Valley,  about  5  or  6  miles  northeast  of  Knoxville.  His  sen, 
Miles,  .and  sens-in-law,  Thomas  Mar  shill  and  Robert  Dimmitt,  had  considerable 
holdings  in  the  same  area.  These  lands  are  described  as  being  on  both  sides 
of  Big  Creek  and  both  sides  of  Woods  Creek  -  on  the  north  side  of  the  Holston, 
River.  Evidence  which  appears  to  be  conclusive  indicates  that  Loves  Creek 
on  present  day  naps  is  the  same  stream  as  that  called  Big  Creek  in  the  land 
records. 


Margaret  Chapman,  relict  of  Thomas  Chapman,  died  on  Thursday,  March 
16,  1809,  in  the  81  year  of  her  age,  according  to  a  notice  published  in  Wil¬ 
son's  Knoxville  Gazette,  March  22,  1809. 

Margaret  Chapman  was  the  daughter  of  Richard  Mitchell  of  Wrights  town , 
Pennsylvania,  by  his  second  wife,  Alice  Shires,  whoa  he  married  in  1714.

An  Elizabeth  Powel 
r,is  a  witness  at  this  marriage),  v.ken  Isaac  and  Esther  Jones  were  granted 
their  certificate  of  removal  from  Warrington  to  Now  Garden  Monthly  Meeting, 

N.  C.  in  1762,  certificates  were  also  granted  to  Elizabeth  Powel  and  tc  Ann 
Pouel  and  children.  The  women*  s  minutes  state  that  Ann  Powol  was  removing 
with  her  husband.  (John  Powel  had  been  disowned  by  Warrington  Monthly  Meet¬ 
ing  in  1761. 

The  Powels  and  Jones*  owned  land  on  Pole  Cat  Creek,  Guilford  Coun¬ 
ty,  N.  C.  Thomas  Powel  acquired  a  tract  of  302  acres  in  1762.  One  half  ci 
this  land  was  deeded  to  Isaac  Jones,  14  January,  1767|  the  other  half  to 
John  Powel,  17  October,  1763.  Elizabeth  Powel  is  mentioned  as  joining  with 
her  husband,  Thomas  Powel,  in  the  1763  deed.  John  Powel  sold  his  share  to 
Aaron  Coffin,  14  July,  1734.  Ann  Powel  joined  with  her  husband  in  making 
the  deed  and  Isaac  Jones  signed  as  a  witness.  Isaac  Jones  deeded  his  vurt 
of  the*  land  to  Henry  Hendrix,  4  October,  1796.  Jesse  Jones  owned  land  on 
Polo  Cat  Creek  which  ho  sold  in  1794  and  1795 « 

Isaac  and  Esther  Jones,  John  and  Ann  Powel  were  witnesses  at  the 
marriage  of  Susanna  Powel,  daughter  of  John  and  Ann,  8  Mo.  21,  1777,  at  G en¬ 
ter  Meeting. 

Jesse  Jones,  con  of  Isaac  and  Esther,  married  Hannah  Frazier.  They 
wera  married  cut  of  meeting  so  the  exact  date  of  marriage  is  unknown »  -ha 
date  of  the  marriage  bond  is  13  August  1786.  The  parentage  of  Hannah  (Frasier) 
Jones  is  not  known  to  an  absolute  certainty  but  it  is  thought  she  was  the  daugh¬ 
ter  of  James  and  Martha  (Millikan)  Frnizer  of  Center  Meeting,  who  had  a  daugh¬ 
ter,  Hannah,  born  4  Mo.  10,  1769*  Since  the  minutes  of  Center  Monthly  Meet¬ 
ing  ere  lost  there  is  no  record  of  the  action  taken  against  Jesse  and  nunnah 
Jonas  because  of  their  marriage  contrary  to  discipline.  That  they  retained 
their  membership  (or  regained  them  lator  if  disowned)  is  shown  by  the  fact 
that  they  were  received  at  Lost  Creek  Monthly  Meeting,  Tennessee,  in  17>7 
on  certificate  from  Center  Monthly  Meeting.  Lost  Creek  minutes  reecr*-  the 
acceptance  of  certificates  for  Jesse  and  Hannah  Jones  and  their  children, 

Jane*,  Jiimes,  Isaac  and  Martha,  and  for  Isaac  and  Esther  Jones.  All  these 
certificates  were  from  Center  Monthly  Meeting. 

In  Tennessee,  Isaac  and  Esther  Jones,  Jesse  and  Hannah  Jones  and 
children  lived  in  Knox  County,  in  the  Grass y  Valley,  a  few  miles  north-east 
of  Knoxville.  They  were  members  of  Grassy  Valley  Meeting  -  one  of  the  meet¬ 
ings  subordinate  to  Lost  Creek  Monthly  Meeting.

4,  18G9,  at  Lost 
Creek  Meetinghouse,  Lydia  Maulsby,  daughter  of  John  and  Lydia  (John)  Mauls— 
by.  The  family  continued  to  live  at  Grassy  Valley  until  1314  when  they  ob¬ 
tained  a  certificate  to  remove  to  Wayne  County,  Indiana.  The  certificate, 
which  was  received  at  White  Water  Monthly  Meeting,  4  Mo.  29,  1815,  mentions 
Esther,  Lydia,  Jesse  and  Anna,  children  of  Jesse  and  Hannah,  and  William 

Other  children,  of  Jesse  and 
Lydia,  born  after  the  removal  to  Indiana,  are  named  in  ’’Genealogy  of  the 
Muulsby  Family”  as  follows ;  Elvira,  Lucinda,  Pleasant,  Sally  Ann  and  David  L. 

Jesso  Jones  bought  a  farm  near  the  present  town  cf  Economy.  The 
family  were  members  of  Hew  Garden  Meeting  until  the  establishment  of  Spring- 
field  Meeting  in  1317,  Jesse  Jones  was  made  an  Overseer  for  the  new  meeting 
and  was  a  member  of  one  of  the  committees  appointed  for  the  setting  up  of 
Springfield  Monthly  Meeting  in  1S20.  Lydia  Jones  was  chosen  to  serve  as  an 
elder.
